The Wireline Competition Bureau seeks comment on a petition filed on September 13, 2011 by
Airvoice Wireless, LLC (AVW), a commercial mobile radio services reseller, for forbearance from the
requirement in section 214(e)(1)(A) of the Communications Act of 1934, as amended, that eligible
telecommunications carriers (ETCs) provide service, at least in part, over their own facilities.! AVW
seeks forbearance to enable it to be designated an ETC for the limited purposes of receiving universal
service Lifeline support.”
